holdings. 
“ As a r**suIt the Protestant fanners 
o f Ulster started a land war, which 
raged from 1155 alm ost to 1780. 
There 
was ail alternation of Protestant and 
Catholic tenants, and thus bitter re­ 
ligious rancor was imported into what 
in reality was an agraria}® war, and 
tin* tw o seels were deliberately set at 
each other’s throats in order that the 
landlord class might get large rents 
out of Cie farm ers and workers on the 
land. 
‘‘T hese conditions have long since 
passed aw ay, I int their effects remain, 
and the peculiar intensity of the bit­ 
terness between Protestant ami Cath­ 
olic in Ulster is the result very largely 
of the long forgotten days when the 
two sects w ere by the landlords made 
to com pete for land, which w as their 
sole m eans of livelihood.”

A sq uit h a G la d sto ne Protege. 
Brought into parliam ent under Glad 
stone’s auspices, H erbert Henry A s­ 
quith, the English premier, at once 
made his mark as a debater, as almost 
Indeed the only debater who could 
hold his own against Mr. Chamberlain. 
Mr. Asquith had to face a parliament 
in which Liberals w ere in tremendous 
m ajority, but Liberals am ong whom the 
old pro-Boers w ere especially strong. 
Their suspicion he had to face. 
He 
had to face also the deeper suspicion 
of the Irish N ationalists, for he had 
been associated for som e years with 
Lord Rosebery, and by that time Lord 
Rosebery had already vacated his place 
am ong the advocates of D ish liberty. 
And yet Asquith succeeded where 
others liad failed in convincing a great 
part of England that a policy of con­ 
ciliation toward Ireland w as the w isest 
policy.
